GERMANY NO IMMEDIATE GAIN 


LACK OF TRANSPORTATION A SERIOUS DIFFICULTY 


Peasants of Russia Will Not Part With Their Grain for Paper 
‘Money, and Food and. Metals Can Only Be Transported 


With the Greatest Difficulty 
sins binigaaedemnenssiliiamnee 


Hsince Austria and Germany have 
made peace with the Ukraine ana 
are trying to get all Russia in theie 
power, it becomes both interesting 
and important to know what they 
can expect from Russia and the “fk- 


raine in the way of supplies and 
how soon they can be got. The 
peace is made for the purpose of 
acquiring supplies, What will — it 
bring? ‘ 

M. Raymond Recouly, in Le Fig- 


aro of Paris, studics this question 
from the point of view of his per- 
sonal experiences in Russia last year, 
when he crossed the country: twice, 
He says: 

“In the central and southern pro- 
vinces of Russia there is no ques- 
tion that there are large stocks — of 
grain not far behind the fighting 
front. The Russian peasants have 
not sold their harvests since the be- 
ginning of the war to any large ex-

tent, for as the war has been  pro- 
longed and the life of the pcople 
has become more and more disor- 


ganized, the dislike of the peasants 
to sell their stocks has increased. 
“This is because the peasant’s har- 
vest represents to him a real value 
while all he has been offered in ex-

A hundred kilometres further along 
the peasants were offering whole 
baskets full of sweet, white bread 
for a few pennies. The same thing 
was true all over Russia—starvation 
in One place and plethora next door. 
“In: what position will the Ger- 
mans and Austrians find themselves 
_ with regard to the Russian peasants? 
The disorganization of the railroads 
is worse now than it was a year ago. 
The Germans are confronted with 
great difficulties in their own trans- 
portation system, and they cannot 
work, miracles. They are in no posi- 
tion to remedy the Russian troubles, 
for the thing they lack most is ma- 
terial—rolling | stock—and’ __ rolling 
stock is as much. lacking in Germany 
as Russia. ©The question of trans- 
‘portation will be, therefore, as great 
an obstacle for the Germans at pres- 
ent as it has been heretofore. for 
the Russians themselves. : ‘ 
“Moreover, the peasant who refus- 
ed to sell his grain for Russian paper 
money will be in no more haste to 
sell.it for paper bearing the kaiser’s 
effigy. Kaiser or czar, it is always, 
paper, -and he wants goods—clothes 
and shoes—and the German, who has 
neither for himself cannot supply the 
Russian, Perhaps the German will 
be able to supply agricultural imple- 
ments, needles,. knives, scissors and 
such small objects, but the ‘possibili- 
ties of the ’ traffic are very limited. 
Hence it’ is not probable Germany 


will be able to get a great amount 
of grain from Russia for the present 
unless she resorts to commandeer- 
ing. 

“Germany suffers fram a lack of 
war materials as well as from a lack 
of foodstuffs.. She is hunting fever- 
ishly for copper, ziric, nickel, man- 
ganese and platinum. Russia has lit- 
tle nickel and zinc, but she can fur- 
nish large amounts of platinum, cop- 
per and manganese... She produces 
95 per cent. of the world’s output of 
platinum and 54 per cent. of the man- 
ganese, while her copper production 
is about 24,000 tons a year. 

“Her platinum mines are in the 
Ural mountains, as are also most of 
her copper mines, The mangan- 
ese mines are in Transcaucasia, be- 
tween Tiflisc and Batoum. The geo- 
graphical position of these mines is 
of the first importanoes, It means in | 
every case long tranepottation. If 
the manganese can be got to Batoum 
it can be sent by the Black Sea to 
Constantinople, and thence by rail 
into Germany. But to get the cop-: 
per and platinum from the Ural | 
mountains is another and far differ-; 
ent proposition. Therefore it does | 
not seem that Germany is likely to| 
achieve any immediate profit in eith- 
er food or war materials from the 
conquest of Russia.”

_ The’ magnificent quality of the sac- 
rifice made by Canadians on the 
western fighting front is pretty well 
fixed in the minds of all who have 
followed the record of the war. The 
offering of 10,000 lives at Ypres alone 
was a glorious deed, but it has been 
followed up by the steady support of 
the Dominion wherever called upon 
to carry arms. Moreover, the sup- 
port given by Canadians in Canada 
is not to be considered ‘less import- 
ant than her faithful service in 
France, We are just beginning to 
realize, in the United States, how in- 
tegral and ne-essary.a part of the 
work of war is ihe industrial and 
economic and financial work © which 
is done far back of the fighting front. 
The devetion and sacrifice of the 
Canadian people at home has been 
so great as to command. unqualified 
admiration. Their devotion has  re- 
sulted in splendid achievement, and 
has, incidentally, brought gratifying 
consequences to communities and_in- 
dividuals. In a word, it has paid 
them well, both in concrete results 
for war sup of all kinds and in 
maintaining ‘and’ bettering the gener- 
al.morale of the civilian.—New ’ York 
Evening Sun.

The women 
make no show, but the men glitter 
and blaze in all the uniforms of the 
many allied armies. . 

One’ sees a good many American 
soldiers at the opera, but __ rather 
more at the musical revues.

When the club was organized very 
‘few of the members had the courage 
to read or discuss the artieles read 
at a meeting. But we made a rule 
that each mémber should prepare a 
Program in her turn, and each inust 
do her part in the program when cal- 
led upon.

'any One of our sixteen is able to take

Demand for - More Wheat 


Grain Must Be Had to Feed Allies 
‘in Order to Keep Up the 
Fight 
Manitoba used to. have a slogan— 
“A Million for Manitoba.” It was 
a perfectly good slogan, but for the 
time being it has been dropped and} 
a new one has arisen that embraces 
the whole west. It is ‘180,000,000 
more bushels of wheat this year than 

last.” 
“It's a slogam that is being taken up 
all-over and in all seriousness. Can- 


ada, the bread basket of Great Brit-|. 


ain, and perhaps of other .countries 
also, has had the demand put up to 
her fairly and squarely. It is Cana- 
da’s greatest chance to win the, war. 
A clear statement of the case was 
recently made in the Manitoba legis- 
lature by Hon. Thomas Johnson, 
who was given the data ata confer- 
ence of the premiers at Ottawa. 
Canada has sent men and money— 
is still sending men and money; but 
before all this-is put the necessity of 
feeding the great army fighting. for 
justice in France, Belgium and Italy. 
Just a few years ago 180,000,000 
bushels of wheat would have looked 
like a pretty large crop in itself, but 
now the request is 180,000,000 bush- 
els more. Last. year there was more 
than 400,000,000 bushels of Wheat 
raised in the west, so the total asked 
as a minimum for the present year 
is not less than 550,000,000 bushels. 


It means that every available man; 


in the country will be expected ‘to do 
his share in the fields. An army of 
25,000 school boys will help put in 
and take off the crop. It is even 
probable.that added to them will be 
an army of 25,000 young women, who 
will gladly don overaJls and help in 
the fields, considering themselves 
honored at the opportunity to assist 
the country in the great crisis. 

There is another aspect to all this, 
however. For while Canada and 
particularly Western Canada _ will 
strain every nerve to attain the ask- 
ed-for crop, her pécuniary gain’ Will 
be very’ large. 

An additional 180,000,000 bushels 
more wheat would represent ‘approx- 
imately another half-billion dollars, 
Prospects also are that the amount 
of livestock to be raised will also be 
much larger as well as the root crop, 
so that there is every indication the 
west will profit this year to the ex- 
tent ‘of almost or quite three-quart- 
ers of a billion more than in 1917,— 
Manitoba Free Press,

Wonders of Surgery 


New Glass Eyes That Can Move 
and Wink 


A British army surgeon describes 
an improved glass eye which can 
move. The chief drawback to the 
ordinary glass eye is that, being 
simply a-convex, shell of glass, it 


ténds to sink back into the .socket 
and is fixed in a stony stare. The 
new device gets over these difficul- 
ties by placing in the socket of the 
eye a sphere of living cartilage or 
gristle taken without risk from the 
patient’s ribs. It is all one opera- 
tion. ' 

While one surgeon removes the 
destroyed eye, another surgeon’ re- 
moves the pieces of cartilage from 
near the patient’s breastbone. Two 
pieces ate made into a little globe, 
which is placed in the socket, and 
the thin outer covering of the eye, 
the conjunctiva, is sewn over to hold 
ft in place. The ordinary glass eye 
shell is inserted over this and is pre- 
vented from sinking backward. Some 
movements of the eye by the wearer 
is ‘said to be possible-—San Francis-
